Only One Is Changed. 


These men, and the women who 
Share in their experiences in the 
wood, are enlightened, but not: re- 
formed. The only instance of bene- 
fit is to Dearth, the artist, most pa‘t- 
ent and self-confessed failure of the 
lot. He was nota self-pitier, or a 
seeker after second chances, though 
his wife was forever mourning the 
match she might have made but for 
him.
